Yancy (?ot three stunning 
blows over the left eye, and after he had 
been felled to the ground, the two robbers 
pounced upon him and relieved hia pock- 
ets of all the cash in his possession— 
about $10. The robbers then disappeared 
in the adjacent timber, and Yuucy came 
up town and reported bis experience and 
!o.-s to Deputy Kearney and Officer Mason 
who visited the notoriously bad locality1, 
nnd endeavored to discover the robbers, 
tint without success.

highway robberies ami daring assaults 
have been made on various persons in the 
vicinity of the Weber beer hall and most 
of the guilty persons have escaped appre- 
hension.

Judge Smith'B Opinion. 


The fotlowins, taken from the Cltmn- 


fitiiyii County Herald of this week, will 
he of special interest to the legal frater- 
nity and violators of the liquor law in 
this community. The case is similar to 
that of the Carroll Brothers, which waa 
decided to the same effect in this city 
some iinutha ago by,Judge Wilkin, who 
"icn'sat in chambers:
